Contingency Evacuation Plans Being Made 


"A v ast human tragedy has befallen our friends in 
Vietnam and Cam bodia," Ford said. 
He said he must consider the safety of some 6 ,000 
Americana who remain in South Vietnam "and tens of 
thousands of South V ietnam ese em ploy ees of the United 
States Gov ernm ent, of news agencies, of contractors and 
businesses for many y ears whiwe liv es, with their depen­ 
dents, are in grav e |>eril." 
He said there are "tens of thousands of other South 
Vietnam ese intellectuals, professors and teachers, editors 
and opinion-leaders who hav e supported the South V iet­ 
nam ese cause amf the alliance with the United States, to 
whom we hav e a profound moral obligation." 
The $7 22 m illion military aid figure was more than double 
the $.‘t00 million request he made before the recent C om ­ 
munist gains in South V ietnam , and on which Congress has 
nev er acted The new figure was the sum recomm ended by 
Army Chief of Staff Frederick 0 . W ey and, whom Ford sent 
to Saigon to on a fact-finding m ission. 
The speech was Ford’s first public report on his foreign 
policy throughout the world, and he discussed sev eral groups 
of countries: 
T o allies, he said, “ We will stand by our friends 
He will 
attend a sum m it conference of Euroj» ean leaders in M ay or 
J une, lie plans a series of m eetings with leaders of Australia, 
New Zealand, Singa|>ore, Indonesia and J apan. He asked 
Congress to re|>eal its ban on U .S. military aid to Turkey 
and) said he is considering econom ic and military aid to 
Greece 
both NATO mem bers. 
He told the Communist world not to mistake detente as 
a license to "fish in troubled waters," But he urged Congress 
to repeal trade restrictions against the Sov iet Union tied to 
emigration of J ews. He ex pressed ho[>e of new U .S.-Sov iet 
accords to limit nuclear weapons. He said he plans a v isit 
to China this y ear.

Legislature OK s 'Money Saving’ Agency

KING STO N 
Ulster County legislatu re created a new agency 
Thursday night—one which proponents hailed as 
“ a money sav er” and a necessity but which 
opponents labeled “ just another bureaucracy .” It 
is an “ Intergov ernmental Coordination Office” 
established to ov ersee and take adv antage of 
federal and state aid for a v ariety of county 
programs. 
The board v oted 26 to 6 in fav or of the agency 
which will be funded with $31,17 8 from contingen­ 
cy accounts and $15 ,96 7 av ailable from the Man 
power Program. It is ex pected that Manjx iwer 
Coordinator Robert C. Randall will lie named 
coordinator of the new agency with an accom pany ­ 
ing salary increase bringing his annual pay up 
from $14,6 9 2 to $17 ,325 . 
The proposal also calls for the hiring of a 
research assistant at $6 ,7 04 a y ear and a steno­ 
grapher at $5 ,8 01. Equipm ent is estim ated at 
$2,7 8 5 and contractural ex penses at $14,47 0. 
George Sisti (R -D ist. 8 ) called it one of the more 
important pieces of legislation before the county 


l>oard, stressing that the county was in need of 
hav ing som eone who would understand and Ik* 
able to get more federal and state aid for v arious

“ I can’t conceiv e of this Congress v oting $7 22 million in 
military aid for South Vietnam ," said House Democratic 


lender Thom as P. O ’N eill. “ There would hav e to be a 
com plete turnaround in the opinion of the American public 
as I read it talking with memlwrs when they cam e back from 
the Easter recess - t o support such aid." 
Senate Appropriations Com m ittee Chairman J ohn M c­ 
Clellan. D-Ark., said of the chances of congressional passage 
of the military aid: "I doubt it v ery much." 
Sen. Henry M. J ackson, DW ash., said: “ It’s dead. 
Senate GOP leader Hugh Scott supjjorfed Ford, but his 
only prediction was: “ I hope he gets what he say s is needed.

MAIL BOX S TANDS OUT AMONO KUINS 


L O i’K E, N Y. (U PI) — Swerving to avoid 
another vehicle, a tank truck carrying 8,.100 gallons 
of gasulone hit a bank building, overturned and 
burst into llames Thursday in this Cayuga County 
hamlet. 


Kleven buildings quickly went up in flames as 
the burning gas flowed through gutters and a 
creek, 
passing the destruction along. 
Mirac- 
ulouslv. no one was killed. 


The tank split and the gasoline spread into the 
street and gutters. The fuel, which ran an inch 
deep in the street, flowed into Oswasco Inlet. 


Morris Allen, living near the scene, pulled the 
driver, Luther Thompson, 56, of Syracuse, from 
the flaming wreckage of the Shell Oil Co. truck. 
Thompson was admitted to Auburn Memorial 


Hospital, where he was listed in fair condition with 
burns. 


A total of 27 fire companies from three counties 
fought the flames and the hamlet of approximately 
500 residents was cltwed to traffic. 


Mrs. Julia Sharp, 60, suffered a heart attack 
during the lire and Mrs. Lena Ford. 62, suffered 
burns. Both were taken to a hospital in ( ortland. 


The flames destroyed a [»ranch of the first 
National Bank of Auburn, a |s>st office building, 
a diner, an antique shop, two bars and five 
dwellings, officials said.

He said the four fold in­ 
crease in oil prices last year 
was responsible for only 2 
percent of the West’s infla­ 
tion, but industrial nations 
boosted the prices of exports 
to Iran bv up to JtKI percent. 
The 55-year-old monarch of 
the world's second-largest oi* 
exporting nation was asked il 
Iran mignt demand payment 
in other currencies because of 
the dollar’s current weakness. 
"Probably,” he said. "Pro ­ 
bably —if the dollar con­ 
tinues to go down. But il it 
stabilizes, then we shall see." 
Western experts, however, 
tended to discount the pos s i­ 
bility and noted the dollar 
. has been regaining strength 
in foreign trading during re­ 
cent weeks. 
The shah, sitting alone in a 


vast reception hall the size of 
a tennis court, also answered 
questions on {»olitical issues 
ranging from Indochina to the 
Middle Last.

Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
Portugal Is Kissing er’s Blind Spot

WASHINGTON 
Secretary ot State Henry Kissinger 
re|*» rtedlv has made up his mind that Portugal is turning 
Communist, hut he can't seem to keep an amb assador there 
who will agree with him. 
I,ast Novemb er, he summarily fired Amb assador Stuart 
Nash Scott, who disagreed that a Communist takeover of 
Portugal was inevitab le, Scott was replaced b y Amb assador 
Frank Carlucci, whose cab les from Lisb on also dispute the 
Kissinger view. 
Sources close to Kissinger say he is extremely sensitive 
ab out Communist enroachment in the Mediterranean area. 
When Portugal took Communists into the government, he 
feared this might stimulate similar developments in Spain 
and Italy, 
He couldn't b e shaken from the conviction, according to 
our sources, that Portugal’s new military leaders were 
crypto-Communists. He concluded direly. therefore, that 
Portugal had b egun the long slide into Communism. 
Hut from Lisb on, Amb assador Scott warned this idea 
could b ecome “the greatest self fulfilling prophecy in his­ 


tory, 
diplomatic sources say. His cab les to the State 
Department urged Kissinger to extend economic assistance 
to the new Portuguese government and, thereb y, to b olster 
the moderates who want to keep Portugal in the Atlantic 
Alliance. 
Kissinger dispatched a special team to Portugal to make 
an independent assessment. They returned with a report 
that essentially b acked up Scott. 
A congressional study mission, headed b y Hep. Charles 
Wilson, I),-Tex., has also supported the amb assador. “ Scott 
res|x» nded to the governmental changes,’' declared the 
study, " . . . with a calm display of gcxxi judgment. He was 
the first amb assador to visit the head of the new government 
and to offer the good wishes 
of the United States." 
But Kissinger preferred to b elieve a few prominent, retired 
Americans who lived in Portugal part-time. They had b een 
pampered b y the deposed dictatorship, which kept prices 
down, provided cheap lab or and policed the streets. For 
wealthy foreigners, Portugal offered gracious living during 
the firm, 50-year reign of dictators Salazar and Caetano. 
Some ot these retired Americans called the State Depart­ 
ment to warn darkly that Lisb on was listing far to the left. 
One who had Kissinger’s ear was retired Adm. George

Anderson maintains a fashionab le home in the £ entl®- 
southern province of Algarve.

Another retired American with direct access to K im nger 
was George Woods, former head of the World Bank who has 
a house near Lisb on. He was somewhat less dogmatic, 
however, than was Anderson. 
Because of Kissinger’s "allergy to Communist prob lems 
around the Mediterranean," say our sources, he was 
pre­ 
disposed" to b elieve the reports from the American colony 


in Portugal. 
He reacted, first, b y firing Amb assador Scott. One source 
describ ed the handling of the distinguished, 68-year-old 


amb assador as "b rutal. 
Then Kissinger adopted a wait-and-see policy toward the 
new Portuguese government. This weakened the moderates, 
such as President Francisco da Costa Gomes and Foreign 
Minister Mario Soares. 
It took pressure from Sen. Kdward Kennedy, D.-Mass.. 
after a stopover in Portugal, to get Kissinger grudgingly to 
release $ 25 million in credits and grants to the new 
government. But his b asic attitude, according to our sources, 


remains unchanged.

, , 
Meanwhile, 44-year-old Frank Carlucci, a former troub le 
shooter for ex-President Richard Nixon, has taken over as 
the ne w U.S. amb assador. He hadn’t b een in Lisb on long 
b efore he b egan echoing Scott’s views. 
Carlucci has argued that the United States must take a 
"constructive view" toward Lisb on’s leftish leaders and work 
with them. "Henry," said one source, "is rather unhappy. 
For the record, the State Department had no comment on 
the dismissal of Amb assador Scott. A spokesman said, 
however, that "the secretary has full and complete con­ 
fidence in Amb assador Carlucci." 
Footnote: Scott literally got off on the wrong foot with 
Kissinger. Called to the State Department b y former 
Secretary of State William Rogers to b e legal adviser. Scott 
didn’t arrive until Kissinger had assumed control. The new 
secretary took one look at the white-haired Scott who was 
then walking with the aid of a cane b ecause of a b ad hip. 
Kissinger shipped him off to Portugal, which was then 
considered a safe, noncontroversial post. Scott had b een in 
the country only three months when the dictatorship fell in 
a b loodless coup one year ago. 
D E TR O IT DILEMMA: A confidential study b y former 
General Motors vice president » John DeLorean reports the 
small cars President Ford has prescrib ed for fuel economy

The DeLorean study, commissioned b y Allstate Insurance, 
says the less safe small cars will make up 65 percent of the 
market b y 1985.

possib le dilemma facing Pres­ 
ident Ford and darkening this 
nation’s future.

Thus, having assured 
the victory of the North Viet­ 
namese melitary juggernaut 
b y reneging on its commit­ 
ments, the U.S. may now b e 
guilty of a more poignant 
b etrayal in leaving its South 
Vietnamese friends to their 
doom.

Lavishly supplied 
with Soviet tanks and heavy 


artillery, the North Vietnam­ 
ese firepower advantage is 
awesome.

There are a few times in my life when 1 felt 
vengeful. Three to b e exact. In each case 1 felt that 
1 was delib erately wronged and, like a small-town 
Count of Monte Cristo, 1 was in no hurry to even 
the score. Now, with no surge of joy, I can say that 
two to the three have b een wiped out. 
In the one still pending, it concerns an insecure 
man who wanted to succeed me as editor of a 
certain magazine. The only thing he felt confident 
ab out was that he would b e fired for incompetence. 
So, for weeks 1 took him to lunch, paid the tab . 
and tab ulated all the right and wrong things ab out 
b uying manuscripts and editing. 
In return, 1 asked this man one favor: keep my 
daughter Ginny on as the reader of all unsolicited 
manuscripts. She was g<xxl at it; she enjoyed her 
work. The week I left, he eased his fat b ehind into 
my leather chair, drew a deep happy b reath, and 
fired Ginny. 
I do not know where he is, or what, b ut the deb t 
will b e paid. Earlier, I was a rewrite man on a 
newspaper. Ot the thousands of stories yanked 
from the typewriter, one was read b y the editor of 
Collier’s magazine. For a reason which escapes me. 
he was impressed. 
So much so that he clipped it and put it in his 
jacket pocket. He went to lunch at an exclusive 
place and met the pub lisher of my newspaper. 
"H ey," the editor of Collier’s said, "1 read one hell 
of a story in your paper this morning ab out 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek. On top it said: 'By Jim 
Bishop.’ Is he a good writer?" 
My pub lisher lifted his martini and telt the chill 


glass against his lips. "Never heard of him," he 
said and asked for a luncheon menu. Two weeks 
later, the Collier’s man was still thinking ab out it. 
He was in his office talking to Bob Considine ab out 
b uying serial rights to "30 Seconds Over I okyo, 
the dramatic story of the Dixilittle raid. 
“ By the way,” the editor said, “you write tor the 
same newspaper that someone named Jim Bishop 
works for. Is he any gcxid?” Considine has the 
quality of mercy. "You’re only talking ab out the 
b est writer we have, 
he said. V\ hat the editor did 
not know, is that Bob would have said the same 
words no matter who the editor asked ab out. 
1 was hired. It was a long jump from newpaper 
rewrite man to Associate Editor ot Collier s, with 
a 250 percent raise in salary. I could not— even 


if 1 tried—forget my gratitude to Bob anymore 
than 1 could forget the pejorative dismissal of my 
work b y my pub lisher. 
Years later. I was writing b ooks. One went well. 
Jack O’Connell and Frank Conniff advised Wil­ 
liam Randolph Hearst Jr. to hire me as a special 
writer. He asked. I said yes. He sent me upstairs 
to the office of Richard E. Berlin to sign a contract. 
Berlin was so august that he had his own dining 
room. In the middle of dessert, still talking terms, 
his secretary said that my old-time pub lisher was 
waiting outside. 1 heard the name. 
"Would you like me to sign this thing today? 
1 asked, nodding at the contract. "Of course," he 
said. "Then,” I said, "keep that S.O.B. waiting in 
the outer office and permit me to have a second 
dessert. 
Berlin isn t much of a laugher. He 


laughed and wiped his eyes with his napkin. 
I signed. He walked me out to the hall. The 
pub lisher came to attention from a deep chair. "Do 
you know Jim Bishop?" Berlin said. The pub lisher 
grab b ed 
my 
hand. 
"Everyb ody 
knows 
Jim 
Bishop,” he said. I was even. 
At the start, I was a copyb oy on The News in 
New York for $ 12 a week. Within six weeks, I was 
taking stories over the phone from stringers and 
writing “fillers.” The city desk told Harvey Deuell, 
the b oss, “The kid has promise." Mr. Deuell was 
a good editor. 


He didn’t like me. No reason. To him I was a 
sort of W7hat-MakesSammy-Run character. He 
called me into his office. “You have a choice," he 
said, rolling a Ticonderoga pencil. “You can b e a 
b ig peb b le on a small b each, or no peb b le at all 
here. What I’m saying is that you have no future 
here. As long as The News is in existence, your 
name will never appear on a story. Now if you’d 
like to try a town in Jersey . . .” 
He held all the aces b ut one. I refused to quit. 
I worked my head off. My style improved with 
practice. Everyb ody, at some time or other, got a 
b y-line. Not me. Deuell kept his promise. 
I waited 40 years to square that score. On Jan. 
30th. page 97 of The News, my name finally 
appeared ab ove a b y-line in b ig type-

Talented Soprano Lnchants Audience 
At Community Concerts Program 
I uesday

Shigcmi Matsumoto, a charming and beautiful soprano who enjoys the reputation ot being 
one of the brightest singing talents today, enchanted her Community Concerts audience in 
Kingston Tuesday night (April 8) with a program of selections ranging from art songs to 


operatic arias 
Singing to a near capacity house, the soprano was accompanied at the piano by an equally 
qualified musician. John Beeson. 
Matsumoto introduced her vocal skills with singable Mozart melodies including the 
Recitative and Aria. “ C.iunse alfin il momento” from Figaro. 
Admittedly trying to "sing over a cold,” the soprano nonetheless achieved necessary artistic 
insight to the Mozart works. 
The Metropolitan Opera Auditions winner (at the age of 20) demonstrated her musical style 
with Johannes Brahms selections tor her second group, one of which. 
Der Jager, 
brought 
out her dramatic abilities as well. 
Matsumoto's high tones were clear and covered, her runs were well controlled and good 
breath control jyermitted the soprano to project her voice even though it isn t very large. It 
anything. Shigemi Matsumoto has a lyric quality that is beyond reproach. 
Matsumoto chose the famous soprano cavatina “ Una voce poco fa," from Rossini s " The 
Barl>er ot Seville” with which to conclude the first half ot her concert. In this operatic 
selection, she managed the difficult passages and runs with freshness and clarity. 
In the Gabriel Faure selections, Matsumoto tried again for lyric interpretations and setting 
ot moods. Vocally, she seemed particularly at ease with a selection of Japanese Folk Songs 
that were extremely soothing and melodic. The soloist took time, despite her cold, to explain 
the stories behind each selection. 
The Kosaku Yamada folk song, "Kuruka 
(W ill He ( ome) was, in style and background, 
similar to the "un bel di” from Madam Butterfly. 
The remainder of the program displayed the same lyric qualities the Japanese-American 
soprano seems to favor and the lightness of her programming was off set in part by her choice 
of an aria from La Boheme (third act) by Puccini. A favorite opera with audiences, Matsumoto 
was true to the composer’s flowing music and his melodious measures. 
It has lieen written about Matsumoto that "she is a horn musician, a natural actress and 
l>osssses a radiant voice and charming personality.” I'hese assets and talents were all evident 
in her interpretation of the Puccini work. 
Tuesday night s concert marked the final program in the current series. For the Community 
Concerts American Bi-Centennial Season 1975-76, the prize winning musical celebration of 
America’s Bicentennial "17 7 6” will be presented. This original musical has been acclaimed 
as an American musical milestone.

It's only natural that a nutrition educator 
would reduce the fundamentals ol l<»sing weight to Ihe ABC*. 
A stands lor activity, IV lor Iwhavioral change and ( 
lor calorie 
control. 
Mrs. Irving Wavier, associate professor ol nutrition education at I zing 
Island University, says this formula might sound like oversimplification 
ol the way an estimated HO million obese Americans can get lat-lree, 
hotli lor health and image reasons. But it works. 
She defines oliese as 10 to 15 per cent above the normal — and to 
check what’s normal lor you. there are any number ol government 
sources and insurance tables. 
Thelma Wavier, a native ol St. Albans, Vt., who now lives in Bayside. 
N. Y. , is founder and director ol the Green Mountain Weight Control 
Community on the campus ol Green Mountain College, in I’oultney, 
Vt. 
The summer program (four or eight weeks) aims lor the Iti to 40 age 
group ol women and (tilers another incentive I »erodes getting ones sell 
in sha|M\ shaping new habits, and learning to stay slim.

"It all comes finally to a |»erson’s ability to look at one's sell honestly, 
and critically. Liking yourself helps handle problems. 
" There are compulsive eaters. And many have psychological prob­ 
lems. But we all have problems. Our stall psychologists try to work 
these out in seminars. 
"W 4 find that about the third week, when a woman can face hersell 
in a mirror, she starts complaining she is not losing last enough. 
"1 often think. Dammit, why didn't you look at yoursell on the way 
up?' 
"In a way we count calories but I don t want |>eople carrying around 
a calorie I rook. I want them educated to an adequate and pn»|»er diet. 
A trav is a visual aid. They learn how a 1,(MH) to 1,200 a day calorie 
intake lurks. 
"I tell ireople, don’t eat standing up. lssrk at the calories you can 
take in at a crrcktail party. Barents, don’t clean the child’s plate. The 
girl living alone, don’t go home and clean out the refrigerator." 
Mrs. Wavier holds a bachelor’s degree from the University of Vermont 
and a master’s from Columbia University’s Institute ol Human 
Nutrition. She is coauthor ol “ Applied Nutrition , a textbook, and has 
lectured at several hospitals in the New \ork area. 
Her husband is a psychologist with the New York State Department 
ol Education and the couple has two sons 
both studying medicine.
